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Status of the Application 

Currently, claims 1-7, 74-79, 81, 84-100, 102, 107, 109-1 1 1, 1 16-120, 122, 
126, 127. 129, 130, 132-169, 171-197. 199-237. 272, 274. and 275 are pending in the 
present application. Claims 74, 81, 84, 116-118, 130, 142-144, 150, and 191 have been 
amended. Claims 80, 82, 83, 112-1 15, 121, 123-125, 128, and 131 have been 
canceled. 

The previous examiner has left the office and this application is now under the 
review of a new examiner, David J. Isabella (Primary Examiner). Accordingly, after 
reviewing the prosecution history of the application, examiner notes that applicant has 
responded to four separte restrictions. 

The application was originally filed with 271 claims and the previous examiner 
required a first restriction between two groups: Group I, claims 1-7,10-271 and Group II, 
claims 8 and 9. The second restriction appears to redraw the separation of the claims 
into two groups: Group I, claims 1-7,74-271 and Group II, claims 8-73. A third 
restriction appeared to be directed to carving up the elected group into a plurality of 
species. Upon review of the original specification and restrictions, the instant examiner 
believes that while the original restrictions appear to be proper the record appears to be 
confusing. In order to perfect the record, examiner would suggest that applicant 
recapture the original claims and the examiner will issue a new restriction based on the 
original claims of the application. However, if applicant believes the record is clear and 
wishes to proceed on the merits of the elected invention, then applicant is Invited to 
provide such statement in response to this letter.
